UPDATE STS-9 
Submitted by: John Link, W4RME and Carl Zelich, AA4MI 

The final test of STS-9 amateur radio (AMRAD) equipment was 
performed at the Kennedy Space Center (KSC) during Orbiter 
Integrated Test (OIT) S0001. Astronaut Dr. Owen Garriott, W5LFL, 
operated the AMRAD equipment and performed ground check-out 
with amateurs. 

The OIT cleared the final reservation that the AMRAD equip- 
ment would not cause radio frequency interference (RFI) to 
Columbia or Space Lab electrical or communications systems. 
This test culminated several days of fit-checking the AMRAD 
window antenna to a flight deck observation window. System 
operation checks were made with local contacts. 

No anomalies were caused to Columbia or Space Lab systems by 
AMRAD equipment thus clearing the final obstacle for use during 
the STS-9 mission.

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EDITORIAL 

I had seven pieces of formal traffic for one city the other evening 
and naturally no one from that particular city checked in. Toward 
the end of the net a WA4 broke in and said he was not a traffic man 
but he heard we were looking for his city and what could he do for 
us. The NCS sent us off net frequency and I informed the WA4 I had 
seven pieces of formal traffic for him. I will quote his statement to 
me. ‘‘Jim, I have been licensed for many years but I have never 
received nor have I ever sent a formal message. I will be glad to 
help but you will have to tell me how to handle these messages.”’ 
End of quote. I was not amazed, flabbergasted or surprised at his 
statement. 

I have been associated with a couple of amateur radio clubs and 
several local traffic, training and emergency nets, many NTS and 
independent nets. Through these associations I have discovered 
that there are probably thousands of amateurs that cannot draft a 
formal message, know very little about the traffic system (NTS or 
independent) and are lacking in good general communication 
operating techniques. 

Iam a staunch ARRL supporter and member, having joined the 
league in 1960, but I personally think the League and its officials 
have fallen down on the job over the years in the area of training 
new amateurs in the basics of operating an amateur radio station. 

I know that not all amateurs are ARRL members nor do they 
have to be. It would not surprise me, with all the new study 
material for the exam, that there are amateurs who have never 
heard of ARRL. Don’t laugh. The league published ‘“‘How To 
Operate An Amateur Radio Station.” It is in very small print and 


boring to read to the average person, but contains valuable in- 


formation on operating. If the league would condense this booklet 
into interesting reading, increase its size and mail to every new 
licensed amateur, I’m sure it would not only increase the ARRL 


membership but would start each new ham off in the right direction. 


in the proper operating techniques and general communication 
practices. 

Some of you are saying it would cost too much. I don’t think it 
would but with the increased membership you would get from this 
it should pay for itself. If not, up the dues. It would be worth it. 

Some of you are saying why bother? I’m not into traffic. I’m not 
talking about traffic alone. ’'m talking about good operating 
practices. But if you ever find yourself in an emergency situation 
and the only way to get the word out is through a traffic net, you will 
find out fast about operating procedures. 

The most flagrant bad operating practices: 

1) Interference (QRM) Transmitting on a frequency without 
determining if it is in use. Tuning up on frequency. Operating too 
close to another conversation. Too much power when not needed. 
Too much audio when not needed. All this causes interference. 

2) Improper breaking into conversations or nets. There is a 
proper way to doit. It’s in the book. 

3) Continued us of Q signals on phone. Fellows, QSY, QRT, QRV, 
QNI, QSL, etc. are designed for CW not phone. 

4) Leaving frequency (net or otherwise) without notification. 

5) Butting in with comments during net or during a conversation. 

6) Accepting assignments you can’t handle, such as net controls 
and liaison stations that cannot hear or cannot be heard. Relinquish 
it pal, you will be better thought of for it. 

Having the highest antenna, having the best rig on the market, 


‘ being licensed for forty years, being a genius, having an extra class 


ticket; none of these qualify you as a good operator. This only 
comes from having respect for the rights of others and no other 
booklet tells you better how to achieve this than ‘‘How To Operate 
An Amateur Radio Station’”’ by the ARRL.

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OPERATING CUSTOMS AND PROTOCOLS 
FOR TRAFFIC NETS 
By Phil O’Dwyer, WF4X 
STM North Florida 

This month we will cover a few do’s and don’t for participating in 
NTS traffic nets. 

The very first do is to be prepared: Run a cockpit check before 
you fire-up; make sure you are on the right VFO, that your RIT is 
off and, if you must use VOX, then turn off your 2-meter gear and 
other noise sources and finally check that you are on the right 
antenna. (Bet you can’t guess how I learned these, hi! ) 

Now, make sure that the operator is ready: Line up your traffic 
so that you can list it promptly and properly; list it by city or region 
on the Section level nets; by state or region (or thru) on Regional 
nets, and by region or area on Area level nets. If you are going to be 
helping with Fairs or other special events and bringing in heavy 
loads of traffic then let the net manager know in advance so he can 
be prepared and can tell the Area and Region managers so they can 
have time to line up the extra stations they need. Do follow the 
instructions of the NCS as much as possible; if be tells you to go 
down three (or 10 or 20) do go down at least that far before calling 
your station. Last, and very important, is zero beating the 
frequency set by the NCS; if on CW find him on your wide filter then 
go to your narrow one and tune for maximum “‘S” reading before 
touching your pasband, IF shift or any other control. 

Now for the Don’t: Don’t check in during the calls for traffic 
when you only want a QSO or a phone patch — these should be listed 
after the formal traffic is all listed. Don’t break into a formal net in 
progress with unessential information or requests for a signal 
check. Don’t ‘help’ the NCS unless asked to do so! However, if it is 
obvious that he’s not hearing a station then say, ‘‘Relay, 
WA4XYZ’’, and when recognized pass your information; on CW, 
send your suffix, and when recognized, relay the station in with ‘‘de 
WA4XYL QRZ W4IYT QTC 4 RN 1 AA PCLA 1 AR.” Finally, do 
remember that courtesy is the universal lubricant for insuring 
smooth net operations, especially if you are the Net control station! 
Good luck, AR.

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ARMY MARS 
FUTURE MARS AND HAM GEAR 
By Dick, AAR4PP 
Last year’s interview with Grant Reimer, K4IQW, manager of 
the Orlando branch of Amateur Radio Supply, uncovered a lot of 
scoop about hardware trends. This year we learned even more. 

First some good news: Grant reports that all but the cheapest HF 
gear will shortly be available with general coverage reception, 
since it doesn’t cost much more to build a transceiver that way than 
with Ham-band-only reception. Most of the new transceivers will be 
easy to modify for MARS frequency operation. (Though maybe not 
as easy as Drake’s TR-7.) 

Now, how about some bad news? Okay: tubes will continue to get 
hard and harder to obtain, and tube gear just won’t be manufac- 
tured. The Japanese have even stopped making the ‘‘sweep tubes’’ 
used in certain finals. Oh, sure, you can still get American TV 
sweep tubes and plug them in, in place of the Japanese equivalents. 
But! Some tubes are less ‘‘equivalent’’ than others, regardless of 
what the Sams handbook says; in this case you’ll have to get the 
whole tube stage re-aligned, which isn’t exactly cheap. 

MARS members with 390A’s and the like will eventually find 
their (inherently radiation-resistant) tube gear too expensive to 
maintain. One solution to the radiation problem might be to build 
Ham gear to MIL specs, but Grant points out that Hams can’t be 
expected to pay the extra cost for the shielding MIL specs require. 

What we need, perhaps, are a few good articles on how to build 
effective shields for our present solid-state gear. Anybody with that 
knowledge is welcome to use this space for as long as it takes to 
teach us how.

While packet radio is not all that new to commercial users, it is 
relatively new on.the ham bands. Here in Florida, there are two 
groups that I know of that are using this new mode of high speed 
data communications. On the West coast, there is a group around 
Tampa and on the East coast here in Stuart. Both of these groups 
are affiliated with the Tuscon Amateur Packet Radio Corp 
(TAFP). 

TAFP is a non-profit group of hams organized to promote packet 
radio. TAPR built and sold at cost, packet radio controller boards 
as part of the Beta test of the board design and software. These 
boards are known as Terminal Node Controllers (TNC). In each 
Beta test site there is a coordinator. In Tampa Gwyn Reedy, 
WI1BEL, is coordinator and I am coordinator for the Stuart area. 

Both groups are using these TAPR Beta TNC boards on 147.465 
Mhz. Transmissions use the TAPR/Amsat AX.25 protocol but the 
software permits changing to VADCG ‘‘Vancouver’”’ protocul. 

If you have a home computer, and you are tired to the QRM on 20 
meters RTTY and would like to get involved in a new exciting mode 


‘of data communications maybe packet radio is for you. In Stuart 


we have a computer bulletin board on the air and plan to have a 
digipeter on the air soon with the antenna at 200 feet. We exchange 
computer programs and do general rag chewing at 1200 baud error 


- free. TAPR will be selling the new improved TNC kits in Sep- 


tember, again at no profit. All that you need to get on is a two meter 
FM transceiver, home computer and the TNC. The TNC talks to the 
computer with a RS-232 serial port and take care of assembling the ~ 


» packets, error checking and acknowledgements.

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EDB DISASTER IN DESOTO CITY, FL 
By Jerry Eichhorn, WB4WDK, 
EC Highlands County 

On Saturday, August 27, 1983 at 11:25 a.m., members of the 
Highlands County ARES were called into action by Disaster 
Preparedness Director Bruce Savage. The state Department of 
Environmental Regulation had determined that the well supplying 
drinking water to DeSoto City was contaminated at ‘‘unsafe levels”’ 


with ethylene dibromide (EDB), a cancer causing pesticide used in . 


citrus groves. DeSoto City is a small community of 500 residents 
located about five miles south of Sebring. 

Director Savage called the EC for Highlands County Jerry 
Eichhorn, WB4WDK and requested about five ARES members to 
supply communications for the teams who would be warning 
residents not to drink the water. ARES members were notified by 
local repeaters and telephone. Amateurs who responded were 
Harry Mottinger, K4ZNB and Irv Vosbrink, W4IHW of Lake Placid, 
Elmer Nelson, N4EIE and Ed Simon, WB4KWJ of Avon Park, and 


-——— Shep Shepherd, W4IEV of Sebring. Some ARES personnel traveled 


through DeSoto City and assisted in warning residents while others 
kept officials informed of the operation. 

Tests conducted by the DER revealed a level of 21.54 parts EDB 
per billion in the DeSoto City well. Since tolerance levels have not 
been determined, state authorities recommend using bottled water 
if levels exceed the 0.1 parts per billion mark. ; 

The Disaster Preparedness repeater, KA4HMK in Sebring, and 
the Highlands County Amateur Radio Club repeater, KF4EV in 
Lake Placid, were both used during the operation which ended 
around 4:00 p.m. 

Director Bruce Savage praised the gorup for their effort and 
added that state officials also appreciated the assistance.
